Craft Lands, Takes Off

WASHINGT ON, Dec. 28 (UP)— 
Two Air Force flyers outraced the 
Navy today to rescue 12 marooned 
comrades from a 7700-foot Green- 
land ice cap. 

The dramatic rescue was 
achieved at 9:08 a.m. (St. Louis 
time) by a twin-engined C-47 
transport plane flown by Lt. Col. 
Emil G. Beaudry and First Lt. 
Charles H. Blackwell, both of the 
Westover Field, Mass., air base. 

They skiied their big plane to a 
landing on the icy plateau, loaded 
the castaways aboard and zoomed 
off again with the help of rocket 
boosters. 

All Men in Good Condition. 

Beaudry and Blackwell radioed 
back to the Air Force rescue base 
at Goose Bay, Labrador, that all 
the marooned men were in good 
condition. Later, they were landed 
at Bluie West 8 Field, 270 miles 
northwest of the ice cap. 

Seven of the castaways had 
been stranded since Dec. 9 when 
their transport crashed on the 
plateau. Five more flyers joined 
them durir.g the ensuing weeks in 
three separate rescue attempts 
that failed. 

Until the actual rescue was ac- 
complished, it had been believed 
that 13 men were down on the ice 
cap. But the Air Force said it 
had been confirmed that only five 
flyers were stranded in the three 
rescue attempts instead of six as 
had been reported previously. 

A year ago, Col, Beaudry piloted 
a plane which rescued seven Air 
Force men and two passengers 
after their B-17 crashed in the 
Labrador wilderness. 

Carrier on the Way. 

The rescue climaxed a dramatic 
race by the Air Force’s Arctic 
flyers against the Navy, which had 
ordered the carrier Saipan out of 
Norfolk, Va., last week to join 
the rescue operation. 

Dispatches from the Saipan 
said the 14,500-ton flattop was 
plowing through heavy seas about 
1000 miles south of Greenland 
when the marooned men were 
taken off the ice cap, The Saipan 
carried five helicopters for use 
in the rescue operation. 

Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air 
Force chief of staff, thanked the 
Navy today for sending the 
Saipan. 

“The willingness with which 
they (the men) refinquished their 
Christmas leaves to set out on 
this réscue mission is in accord- 
ance with the highest traditions 
of our armed services,” Vanden- 
berg said in a letter to Adm. Louis 
E. Denfeld, chief of naval oper- 
ations.

The association attributed a 10 
to 25 per cent decline in livestock 
prices since the summer to pre- 
mature slaughtering of animals in 
the last several months. Some 
producers; fearful of a business 
recession and consequent sharp 
price drop, have marketed some 
animals before they were properly 
“finished,” the association said. 

The association believes, how- 
ever, that a substantial increase 
in production will take place the 
latter part of néxt year, provided 
business in general maintains its 
emggegs level of prices and produc-

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 
28 (AP)—Faye Emerson Roose- 
velt, actress wife of Elliott Roose- 
velt, slashed her left wrist with a 
razor early Sunday in the pair’s 
Hyde Park home, Sheriff C. Fred 
Close said last night. 

The sheriff quoted Dr. H. Sher- 
man Hirst, who treated Mrs. 


Roosevelt, as saying he under-/ pp 


stood the wound was self-inflicted 
and that she had to be restrained 
from injuring herself further. 

Roosevelt, reached by telephone, 
said the injury resulted from an 
accident. “There is nothing to it,” 
he added. 

Ellison Capers, administrator of 
Vassar Brothers Hospital to which 
Mrs. Roosevelt was sent, said eight 
stitches were required to close 
the wound. He said hospital rec- 
ords showed Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
wrist was cleaned with soap and 
hydrogen peroxide and _ closed 
with stitches. Previously, it was 
said the wound required no 
stitches. 

Appears to Be Happy. 

Capers said that when he talked 
with Mrs. Roosevelt Sunday she 
appeared happy and bright-eyed 
and told him “Elliott’s coming for 
me soon.” He talked with her, he 
said, solely to make sure she was 
satisfied with treatment, but he 
said he noticed that she was ob- 
viously in good spirits. A hospital 
clerk said the pair were on friend- 
ly terms. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was released 
from the hospital yesterday noon. 

When informed of Roosevelt's 
statement that the wound was in- 
flicted accidentally, the Sheriff 
said: 

“I can’t help what Elliott says. 
This is what Dr. Hirst told Dep- 
uty Sheriff (Hugh) Brennan. 

“It is my impression that the 
cutting was deliberate, and I am 
asking Elliott Roosevelt to appear

SOME DAIRIES 
HIKE BUTTER GOST 


Reductions, Set for Sat- 
urday, Are Due to Low- 
er Premiums for Farm- 
ers—Increase Effective 
Tomorrow, 


Milk prices will be reduced 1 
cent to 1% cents a quart in St. 
Louis Saturday, dairies announced 
today. Largest reduction was an- 
nounced by St. Louis Dairy Co., 
which cut prices on its home-de- 
livered milk 1% cents a quart, to 
21 cents for Grade A milk and 22 
cents for homogenized. ; 

Retail prices of butter will be 
increased 1 cent by some dairies 
tomorrow, in response to a rise 
of % cent to 1 cent in the 
wholesale market at Chicago to- 
day. Pevely Dairy Co. announced 
a i1-cent increase in butter price 
tomorrow, to 77 cents. Beatrice 
Dairy Co. announced a 1-cent 


rise, to 76 cents. A St. Louis 
Dairy spokesman said his firm de- 
cided “not to raise butter prices 
today,” retaining its 77-cent price. 

Reason for the decrease in milk 
prices is that the premium paid 
by dairies to farmers will be re- 
duced 48 cents a hundred pounds, 
or about a cent a quart, effective 
Saturday. 

Several dairies also announced 
they will reduce prices of butter- 
milk, chocolate drink, cottage 
cheese and possibly cream. None 
knew exactly how much the re- 
duction in those products would 


e. 
Statement of St. Louis Dairy. 
Basil M. Lide Jr., president of 
St. Louis Dairy, said: “Our com- 
pany is making a full 1%-cent 
reduction in the price per quart of 
horre-delivered milk. 

“We are making a full cent re- 
duction in the price per quart of 
milk to stores. Prices of other 
products will be adjusted down.” 
He explained that a “temporary 
advantage in our buying price 
enables us to do this.” 

Pevely Dairy Co. announced a 
i-cent reduction in its price of 
milk delivered to homes and 
stores. New prices will be 21% 
cents for grade A and 22% for 
homogenized. Arthur Kerckhoff, 
president, explained the decrease 
was made possible by reduction in 
premiums paid to producers, in 
accordance with terms of a De- 
partment of Agriculture order. 

E. C. Adams, vice president and 
general manager of Adams Dairy 
Co., announced his firm’s prices 
would be reduced 1 cent a quart, 
tc 19% cents for grade A and 20% 
cents for homogenized. Adams 
milk is sold only in stores and 
not delivered to homes. Most 
other items sold by the dairy, 
Adams said, also would be re- 
duced. 

Quality Dairy, Beatrice Foods 
Co. (Meadow Gold) and several 
small dairies also announced 1- 
cent price reductions. It was ex- 
pected that all the smaller dairies 
would follow the lead of the 
larger distributors. 

Fred L. Shipley, United States 
milk marketing administrator 
here, explained the differential 
paid by dairies to farmers will be 
reduced from $1.81 a hundred 
pounds to $1.33, effective Satur- 
day. The new 21%-cent retail 
price to be charged by most 
dairies will be the lowest here 
since last June, he pointed out. 

Role of Consumer Resistance. 

Since July 1, milk prices have 
changed frequently here, often as 
a result of consumer resistance. 
Pevely put into effect a 2-cent-a- 
quart increase July 1, increasing 
the price to 23% cents. The fol- 
lowing day the increase was re- 
scinded because Pevely’s major 
competitor, St. Louis Dairy, re- 
fused to follow suit. 

Then on July 4, three smaller 
dairies hiked their prices 2 cents 
a quart and two days later, major 
dairies also increased prices. A 
buyers’ strike got under way July 
7, called by the St. Louis Consum- 
er Federation. 

A spokesman for one of the 
smaller firms, Biermann Dairy 
Co,, conceded at a Department of 
Agriculture hearing July 9 that 
the dairies had met with “tre- 
mendous consumer resistance” as 
a result of the buyers’ strike. 

But in August prices rose to 
record heights. Beatrice Foods 
Co. increased its prices Aug. 1 to 
24% cents for regular milk and 
25% for homogenized. Pevely 
followed suit the next day. Then 
on Aug. 3, milk prices continued 
on their topsy-turvy course when 
Pevely and Beatrice Foods Co. 
canceled their li-cent increases. 
On Aug. -31, five dairies an- 
nounced a i-cent reduction to the 
present prices, 22% and 23% cents.

1,650,000 Shares Change 
Hands — 1189 Indivi-

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
The stock market dropped abrupt- 
ly today in the broadest trading 
on record. The decline was the 
worst of the month. 

Roughly half a billion dollars 
of the market value of stocks 


listed on the exchange was wiped 
out. The gains laboriously piled 
up in the preceding week were 
canceled. : 

Attempts at a rally in the last 
few minutes of trade were only 
partly successful, and key stocks 
closed with losses of fractions to 
as much as 3 points. Some were 
above the lows of the day. 

Business expanded as _ prices 
The day’s 
turnover of 1,650,000 shares was 
the largest since 2,100,000 shares 
changed hands on Nov. 10, and 
compared with 1,060,000 Monday. 
Low-priced issues accounted for a 
large part of the turnover. 

1189 Different Stocks Traded. 

A total of 1189 individual steck 
issues were bohght and sold, a 
new high which depresented all 
but a handful of the complete ex- 
change list. Previous peak was 
touched on the post-election break 
on Nov. 5. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks lost .$ of one point 
at 64.1. The industrial component 
showed the widest decline, fol- 
lowed by the railroad sections. 
Utilities managed a small average 
gain. 

Much of the selling was at- 
tributed to desire to establish prof- 
its for income tax purposes. 

Through a quirk in tax law in- 
terpretation, sales to establish tax 
profits must result in delivery 
during the year in which the deal 
is made. That means today is the 
last day on which such sales can 
be made in the regular way, al- 
though cash trg@nsactions for the 
purpose can go on to the last 
minute on Friday. Sales to estab- 
lish tax losses can be made up to 
3 p.m, on Friday in the regular 
way.

CHARTER PLANE 
FEARED DOWN AT 
SEA; 30 ABOARD 


MIAMI, Fia., Dec. 28 (AP)—A 
charter plane carrying 30 persons, 
including two infants, was long 
overdue and feared down at sea 
today on a flight from San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, to Miami. Forty- 
three aircraft conducted an aerial 
search for the missing plane. 

The missing twin-engined DC-3 
carried 27 passengers and a crew 
of three, the coast guard reported. 
It was approximately nine hours 
overdue at 2 p.m., and its fuel, 
supply would have been exhausted 
for nearly eight hours at that 
time. 

The crew was listed as Capt. 
Bob Linquist, Fort Myers, Fia., 
pilot: Ernie Hill Jr., 22 years old, 
of Miami, co-pilot, and Miss Mary 
Burke, Miami, stewardess. Miss 
Burke is a sister of Richard L. 
Burke, the charter airline’s presi-

The Coast Guard Air-Sea Res- 
cue Service said the plane depart- 
ed from San Juan at 10:03 p.m. 
yesterday. The search was con- 
ducted in an area extending 50 
miles on each side of the Miami- 
San Juan airway and the entire 
Bahamas island group. 

The plane is owned by Karl 
Knight of Miami but was operat- 
ing under lease to Airborne Trans- 
port Inc., a New York eharter 
service.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
Ten top personalities of the 
Roman Catholic Church in Hun- 
gary have been arrested with the 
primate, Cardinal Josef Mind- 
szenty, the Hungarian Interior 
Ministry announced today. 

The announcement said Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty, arch-foe of the 
Communist - dominated Govern - 
ment, has “confessed his guilt.” 
The. Government arrested him 
yesterday on treason charges. It 
said he admitted to “treacherous 
activities against the people.” 

(Such announcements of assert- 
ed confessions by rested per- 
sons are routine in Communist- 
controlled countries as a prelim- 
inary to trial or conviction.) 

It added that Cardinal Mind- 
szenty, “whose reactionary and 
undemocratic position is well 
known, directed the royalist or- 
ganization which aims to restore 
the Hapsburgs, and committed 
espionage.” 

Alleged Evidence in Cellar. 

The ministry said police found 
the “proof” in a cellar of Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty’s palace at Esz- 
tergom during a search Dec. 23. 
Several hundred documents were 
discovered in a metal box, the 
ministry said. Among them, it 
said, were petitions in the Cardi- 
nal’s handwriting asking certain 
western powers to intervene in 
“Hungarian interna] affairs.” 

The box also contained originals 
of replies from western envoys, 
the announcement said. It gave 
no details of the alleged peplies. 

Persons arrested with the Cardi- 
nal include his secretary, Andras 
Zakar; Gusztis Baranai, a uni- 
versity professor, Duke Paul 
Esterhazy, and a bank director. 

Cardinal Mindszenty was al- 
leged to have met Archduke Otto, 
pretender to the Austro-Hun- 
garian throne, in a monastery 
near Chicago in June 1947. 

Central European Kingdom. 

“They agreed that after the 

Third World War, the United 


States would have to support the | 


establishment of a kingdom in 
central Europe,” the ministry 
said, asserting it was quoting 
from the Cardinal’s alleged “con- 
fession.” 

The statement said Mindszenty 
informed Cardinal Spellman of 
New York of the “agreement” 
and told Spellman “Otto Haps- 
burg is entitled to represent Hun- 
garian Catholics abroad, especial- 
ly in the United States.” 

The Ministry said the Cardinal 
organized subversive activities 
throughout the country and “got 
in close, regular and personal 
touch with a envoy of a foreign 
power in Budapest.” 

Zakar was said to have repre- 
sented the Cardinal in these talks. 
The Rev. Zsigmond Mihalovits, 
escaped leader of Action Cathol- 
ica, was said to have sent reports 
regularly to a man named Fox, 
identified only as “delegate of the 
American aid organization § in 
Hungary.”

The decision was announced in 
a formal communique as the cli- 
max of a six-week conference 
here attended by representatives 
of the United States, Britain, 
France, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg. 

It contained no admission of 
Russia as a partner in the in- 
ternational control board to be 
known as the “Ruhr Authority.” 

Russians Criticize Step. 

(The Moscow radio called cre- 
ation of the new six-nation Ruhr 
authority a triumph of American 
“reaction.” A Soviet home broad- 
cast recorded by United States 
Government monitors said a “just 
solution” of the Ruhr problem 
could be achieved only by four- 
power control—giving Russia a 
voice.) 

An American spokesman told 
reporters the Western § Allies’ 
agreement probably will go into 
operation in two or three months. 
He said a military security board 
provided for in the agreement also 
will begin functioning within that

Ruhr”—its members to include the 
six countries which participated 
in the conference plus Germany. 
Then it set out, step by step, the 
functions of the authority, the 
voting powers, a clause that a 
majority vote will] vern deci- 
sions, the fact that the chairman- 
ship will rotate every six months. 

It ruled that the authority will 
hold indefinite responsibility for 
division of coal, coke and steel 
from the Ruhr as between Gere 
man consumption and export. 

Bar Against Nazis. 

The communique laid down 
firmly these basic rules over fu- 
ture control of the Ruhr: 

1. “There shall not be allowed 
to develop or be restored any pat- 
tern of ownership in the Ruhr 
coal, coke or steel industries, or 
trade and marketing agreements 
among such industries, which 
would constitute excessive concen- 
tration of economic power.” 

2. “Persons who have been, or 
may be, found to have furthered 
the aggressive designs of the Na- 
tional Socialist party (Nazis) do 
not hold position of ownership or 
control” in the Ruhr’s basic in- 
dustries.

“There has been a lot of specu- 
lation about your statement con- 
cerning certain leaders in Russia,” 
a xFeporter said. “Could you 
clarify?” 

“You will just have to continue 
to speculate,” the President said. 
Then his face relaxed to a slow 
smile. 

The President’g surprise revela- 
tion in a luncheon speech yester- 
day and his new indictment of the 
Russian Government for blocking 
peace efforts caused widespread 
speculation as to whether it her- 
alded new moves on the diplo- 
matic front. For the President, 
during his talk, also said: 

“T. shall spend my time in the 
nexf four years to reach an un- 
derstanding on the Dasis that 
peace is possible with all nations. 
, 1 khow it can be done.” 

““Peace Is All We Want.” 

He wants to persuade the So- 
viet. Government, he said, that 
“peace is all we want.” 

“We don’t want any territory, 
we don’t want to hurt anyone in 
the world, All we want is peace.” 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross also told reporters 
earNer Truman does not intend to 
name the men within the Soviet 
Government advocating an “under- 
standing” with the United States.

Calls for Report Back in 24 Hours—U.S, and 
Russia Vote. for Resolution 
Offered by China. 


PARIS, Dec. 28 (UP) — The 
United Nations Security Council 
today ordered the Dutch to re 
lease Indonesian President Soe 
karno, Premier Mohammed Hatta 
and other political prisoners 
“forthwith.” : 

The Council directed The Neth- 
erlands Government to report 
back to the Council within 2 
hours whether it had released the 
Indonesian republican leaders, 
The action was ordered in a reso-

Eight Council members sup- 
ported the proposal. Britain, 
France and Belgium abstained, 
Russia joined the United States 
in voting for the resolution.

New Crop of Peace Ru- 
mors ‘in Nanking— 
Troops Still Pouring 
Into Yangtze Capital.

NANKING, Dec. 28 (AP) — A 
new crop of peace rumors blos- 
somed strongly in China’s capital 
today. : 

Several highly placed sources 
hinted of plans to reorganize the 
government as a preliminary to 
a negotiated peace with the Chi- 
nese Communists. Top officials 
vehemently denied the reports, 

Despite denials, usually well in- 
formed sources insisted they were 
“very certain” that important de- 
velopments looking toward a new 
national leadership and probably 
peace could be expected before 
New Year's day. 

This is a reversal of the view 
generally accepted yesterday. 
Then almost everyone felt Com- 
munist publication of a list of 
“war criminals” to be punished 
by a “people’s court” knocked out 
possibility of peace talk. 

Today, the only thing that ap- 
peared fairly certain was that the 
decision to fight on or permit 
peace talks rests with President 
Chiang Kai-shek, whose name 
headed the Communists list of 
“war criminals.” 

Pressure on Chiang. 

Chiang is under strong pressure 
to step down, probably under the 
excuse of physical ailments. This 
would permit Vice President Li 
Tsung-jen to take over and ex- 
plore the possibility of peace talks, 
Similar rumors have arisen peri- 
odically for the last six months. 

Military signs were that Chiang 
was preparing to fight on, amags- 
ing remnants of his once huge 
armies around Nanking for a final 
defense along the south bank of 
the Yangtze river. 

Military leaders assigned the 
job of defending the Yangtze are 
not too happy about it. No gen- 
eral in history has ever been able 
to retain control over China by 


¢| trying to defend the Yangtze. In 


historical times military domi- 
nance of China has hinged on 
control of three river lines—the 
Yangtze, Hwai and Yellow, Chi- 
ang already has lost two of these 
lines. 

Military men say the Commu- 
nists, now better equipped than 
the Nationalists, will march on 
Nanking as soon as their victori- 
ous troops are rested. 

Nationalist forces have shown a 
decreasing willingness to fight. 
Latest report of m defection of 
Chiang’s forces involved the air 
force, Usually reliable sources 
said two B-24 bombers, with full 
crews, took off from Nanking’s 
military air field and deserted to 
the Communists. Air force spokes- 
men denied it. 

Hwai Line Nearly Deserted. 

Chiang’s ground troops con- 
tinued to pour into Nanking to 
strengthen nearby defenses along 
the south bank of the Yangtze. 
Other Nationalist forces withdrew 
from the Hwai river—Nanking’s 
first line of defense to the north- 
west. Associated Press Corre- 
spondent Seymour Topping report- 
ed from Pengpu that Chiang’s 
armies have almost completed 
their withdrawal from the Hwai. 
He saig only a small government 
garrison remained in Pengpu, once 
an anchor of the line. 

(The United Press reported a 
Nationalist military spokesman 
in Nanking said he said received 
information that Russian naval 
vessels were escorting Chinese 
Communist boats ferrying sup- 
plies and men across the Chihli 
gulf from Manchuria to Shantung 
province in North China. The 
Russian ships were said to con- 
ceal their insignia to avoid identi- 
fication. 

(A Chinese-langauge Communist 
broadcast meanwhile said the 
lives and property of foreign resi- 
dents would be protected if they 
observed Red laws, did not com- 
mit espionage or “provide asylum 
for war ciriminals.”)

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP)— 


A proposal to codify investigating } 


procedures of the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities and 


afford greater protection to the 

rights of individuals has been of- 

fered by two Republican members 
of the committee. 

The proposal was made public 
last night by its authors, Repre- 
sentative Mundt of South Dakota 
and Representative Nixon of Cali- 
fornia. They suggested in a joint 
statement that the proposed 
changes be put into effect when 
the Democrats take over the com-: 
mittee next month. 

Mundt, who will be in the Sen- 
ate next session, has been acting 
chairman of the committee. 

Stiffer penalties for contempt 
also were urged but Mundt and 
Nixon made no specific recom- 
mendation, They left that up to 
the incoming Congress with the 
comment that offenders “should 
be severely and appropriately 
punished.” 

The existing law under which 
numerous persons have been tried 
for contempt of the Un-American 
Activities Committee provides a 
maximum penalty of one year im- 
prisonment and a $1000 fine. 

Mundt and Nixon said the main 
idea was to counter some of the 
criticism that has been directed 
at the committee for its conduct 
of the recent spy investigation and 
earlier cases. They conceded that 
the investigationg “may have justi- 
fied some honest criticism.” 

Seven Proposals Listed. 

The changes proposed by Mundt 
and Nixon would: 

1, Permit each witness to have 
a lawyer at either public or pri- 
vate sessions. 

2. Prevent subcommittees from 
publishing reports not approved 
by the entire committee. 

3. Precede public meetings 
with private sessions in an ef- 
fort to determine whether wit- 
nesses were willing to answer 
direct and pertinent questions. 
Such private sessions also would 
permit the committee to deter- 
mine in advance the names of 
any persons likely to be men- 
tioned by witnesses. 

4. Permit persons accused by 
witnesses in open hearing an 
opportunity to defend them- 
selves in public testimony, at 
committee expense if necessary. 
Mundt and Nixon said this had 
been “the customary practice” 
of the committee. 

5. Permit. persons to ask their 
accusers “pertinent questions” to 
be submitted to the committee 
in advance. 

6. Permit witnesses who 
“answer pertinent questions can- 
didly and directly” to make a 
written or oral statement in 
their own behalf at the conclu- 
sion of the hearings. 

7. Require the committee to 
furnish a transcript of testimony 
to a witness whenever the testi- 
mony is made public. 

Objection to Radio, Newsreel. 

Another proposed change was in 
the form of a suggestion that the 
new committee see what could be 
done about “excluding certain 
types of information media such 
as radio and newsreel” from open 
hearings of the committee.. 

Mundt and Nixon recommended 
that the committee choose an ex- 
pert in the field of publicity to 
help work, out this problem. 

They said the committee has 
been caught in the middle of 
criticism that it holds “star cham- 
ber” sessions or that it seeks head- 
lines by holding too many public 
meetings. They said the com- 
mittee, by the nature of its work, 
“cannot avoid making headlines.” 

“As to whether photographers, 
direct radio outlets, television, and 
newsreels are considered legiti- 
mate media of information and 
should be accorded the same com- 
mittee room privileges as mem- 
bers of the press, this committee 
is not qualified to rule,” they said. 
“It would facilitate decorum in the 
committee, too, if only represent- 
atives of the major wire services 
were permitted to report open 
hearings. But we seriously doubt 
that such action would be com- 
patible with American standards 
of freedom of information.”

The ruling. was contained in an 
opinion prepared by Stemmler at 
the request of Police Judge Jo- 
seph B. Catanzaro, in which the 
city counselor took Personnel Di- 
rector R. Elliott Scearce to task 
for expressing opinions as to the 
law. The opinion, in effect, re- 


affirmed an earlier opinion on the 
question, which was prepared in 
nr vg 1944 by the city counselor's 
office. 


Judge Catanzaro asked for the 
opinion earlier this month after 
receiving a letter from Scearce in 
which the latter expressed the 
opinion that the civil service law 
prohibited Catanzaro’s participat- 
ing in political campaigns by 
making political speeches and so- 
liciting campaign contributions. 


Ruling on One Covers All. 


Pointing out that the civil serv- 
ice law places the police court 
judges in the list of “excepted po- 
sitions” along with the Mayor, 
comptroller, members of the Board 
of Aldermen and _ department 
heads, Stemmler asserted that a 
ruling on one of them necessarily 
would apply to the others. 


Therefore, he held, the ruling 
of the director of personnel would 
prohibit any of these city officials 
from taking an active part in a 
political campaign. This would 
put the Mayor in the position of 
being able to run for re-election, 
but not being able to conduct an 
active campaign, Stemmler stated. 

Citing the fact that the City 
Charter provides that the City 
Counselor’s office ‘shall be the 
legal advisor of city officials, the 
opinion stated: 

“In this connection, I point out 
to you that the director of per- 
sonnel can hardly be considered 
qualified, either by training or ex- 
perience, to place a construction 
on the l*w that would be control- 
ling over that of the city’s charter- 
designated chief legal officer; nor 
is the director of personnel em- 
powered by law to render legal 
opinions.” 

Scearce’s “Personal Opinion.” 

Scearce told a reporter he had 
had no intention-of “encroaching 
upon the city counselor’s terri- 
tory” in his correspondence with 
Catanzaro, that he was merely ex- 
pressing his “personal opinion” at 
Catanzaro’s request. 

He added that there has never 
been a question as to the right of 
elected officials of the city to en- 
gage in political activities, but the 
question of appointive officers’ 
rights in this respect is a “matter 
of charter interpretation.” 


Stemmler and eight members of 
his staff recently were censured 
severely by the civil service com- 
mission for having made volun- 
tary contributions for political 


campaign purposes.

The National Bureau of Standards 
has developed an “atomic clock,” 
said to be more accurate than the 
rotating earth as a reference 
standard of time and of radio fre- 
quencies. 

Announcing the first demonstra- 
tion of the device—scheduled for 
Jan. 6—the bureau said the po- 
tential accuracy of the clock “is 
unprecedented.”

Projects in Third Year. 


It was the third year of con- 
struction on the Harlan county 
dam on the Republican river in 
Nebraska and the Cherry Creek 
dam near Denver. The Kanapolis 
dam on the Smoky Hill river in 
Kansas was completed and dedi- 
cated last May. In addition, 102 
miles of agricultural levees along 
the Missouri at points between 
Sioux City, Ia., and Kansas City 
were completed, or placed under 
construction. 

Speaking as chairman of the 
Missouri Basin Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee, Gen. Pick said all partici- 
pating federal agencies have made 
“notable strides in maintaining 
increased production schedules 
throughout the basin.” 

Summary of Progress. 

A summary of the year’s prog- 
ress on individual projects: 

‘Fort Peck district: Fort Pec 
dam—second power unit installed 
and plans prepared for a third

ERP Link With Plan. 


The agreement said that the de- 
cision shall: 

1. “Insure adequate access to 
supplies of those products by 
countries co-operating in the com- 
mon good, taking into account the 
essential needs of Germany.” 


This would seem— at-least on 
the surface—to limit distribution 
of those basic raw materials to 
the countries participating in the 
European Recovery Program. 

2. “Be in accordance with the 
terms of any agreement among 
the occupying powers with respect 
to the allocation of the coal, coke 
or steel, which is in force at the 
time the division is made.” 


By contrast, this would seem to 
open the way for participation by 
the eastern European countries if 
an accord is reached between Rus- 
sia and the West. 

3. “Be consistent with the objec- 
tives set forth in the convention 
for European economic co-opera- 
tion and with any program uap- 
proved, or decision taken, by the 
organization for European eco- 
nomic co-operation which is ap- 
plicable to the period for which 
the division is made.” — 

This, too, would seem to limit 
the Ruhr basic products to the 
ERP which Russia and its satel- 
lites have boycotted. 


Flexible Provision. 
The communique said that the 
international board will go along 


with agreements now in effect 
“concerning the necessary prohibi- 
tions and limitations on German 
industry.” It added that “it was 
recognized that a ceiling of 10,- 
700,000 tons on the production of 
crude steel] is now in effect in the 
bizonal area.” 


The agreement was left flexible 
in one respect. It said that the 
decisions of the “Ruhr Authority” 
could be modified during the occu- 
pation period by the Western oc- 
cupying powers. Simultaneously, 
it gave the powers full rights to 
carry out the decisions taken by 
the “Ruhr Authority.” 

The document defined the Ruhr 
as meaning the area “as presently 
constituted, in land North Rhine 
Westphalia,” and listed the terri- 
tory, region by region, in an 
annex. 


It said the decisions will be put 
into force just as soon as the 
agreement is signed by the six 
governments. The British Cabinet 
already has given it an okay. 

Participation by Reich, 

In dealing with future Ger 
Participation the eomianidas 
said: 


“Soon as a German government 
is established, it will have the op- 
portunity of acceding to the agree- 
Ment .... When a German 
government has undertaken the 
full obligation of its membership, 
it will enjoy full voting rights 
except in matters of security and 
default.”

Osservatore said: 

“Everyone testifies to the cour-

It was the first murder trial of 
an American woman in occupied 
Germany. Her petition for a trial | 
by jury was rejected. 

‘Irs. Ybarbo was charged under 
both military government law, 
which provides the death penalty 
for killing a member of the armed 
forces, and German law. 

The German charge originally 
was first degree murder but later 
was reduced to-homicide. The 
military government charge also 
was reduced and the court found 
her guilty on two charges of hom- 
icide with malice aforethought. | 

In announcing the verdict, the 
court ruled that American civil- 
ians who are not members of the 
Allied military forces are subject 
tc. certain sections of German 
criminal law. 

Defense Counsel Stanley Gaines 
immediately appealed for clemen- 
cy, but the court took no immedi- 
ate notice of the appeal.

Following is the tert of the siz-power communique on 
establishment of an international authority for the Ruhr: 


R 


EPRESENTATIVES of Belgium, France, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, the United Kingdom and the United States have 
met in London to draft a detailed agreement establishing an 


The 


international authority for the Ruhr, as provided in the annex to 
the communique issued on June 7, 1948, at the termination of the 
London six-power talks on Germany. The delegates have completed 
a draft agreement which has now been submitted to their govern- 


ments for approval. 
public today. 

2. The meeting, which was held 
in a friendly atmosphere through- 
out, carefully examined all aspects 
of the problems involved. It was 
recognised at the outset that a 
number of organisations are being 
established and arrangements be- 
ing worked out witn respect to 
Germany. The-Rubr authority is 
one of them and should be viewed 
in this context. To avoid duplica- 
tion of effort and overlapping of 
jurisdiction, each of these has its 
particular functions. Taken to- 
gether they are designed to ac- 
complish a threefold objective: 

To assure the disarmament 
and demilitarization of Ger- 


many; to further the recovery 
of the countries of Europe, in- 
cluding a democratic Germany; 
and to promote that intimate as- 
sociation of their economic life 
which in the last analysis alone 
can assure a peaceful and pros- 
perous Europe. 


3. Among the arrangements de- 
signed to prevent aggression, the 
Military Security Board is one of 
the most important. The func- 
tions of this board have recently 
been agreed upon in principle by 
the three military governors. They 
include provision for co-operation 
with the Ruhr authority. The 
board will have general respon- 
sibility for the maintenance of dis- 
armament and demilitarization in 
the interests of security. As re- 
gards industrial disarmament, the 
board will act in accordance with 
agreements which are in the 
course of completion concerning 
the necessary prohibitions and 
limitations on German industry. It 
was recognized that a ceiling of 
10.7 million tons on the production 
of crude steel is now in effect in 
the bizonal area. 


4. In 1946, the United States 
Secretary of State, Mr. Byrnes, put 
forward certain ideas for assuring 
the effective disarmament and de- 
militarization of Germany. It is 
anticipated that the objectives and 
mechanisms envisaged by Mr. 
Byrnes’s proposal will, to the ex- 
tent appropriate, form a basis for 
long-term disarmament and demil- 
itarization measures to be worked 
out through and adapted to the 
military security board or any 
other organisation established as 
its successor to perform these 
functions. These measures will be 
designed solely to prevent the re- 
vival of German aggression. 

5. Within this framework it is 
the purpose of the six powers to 
provide the means by which a 
peaceful démocratic Germany can 
be brought into the European 
community to play its part as a 
fully responsible and independent 
member. The participation of the 
western zones of Germany in the 
European Recovery Program and 
in the Organization for European 
Economic Co-Operation already 
demonstrates the intention of the 
western powers to afford to Ger- 
many its place in the economic 
life of Europe. 

6. With these various factors 
in mind, it has been a main ob- 
jective of the six powers, in 
establishing the Ruhr authority, 
to insure that the resources of 
the Ruhr shall in the future be 
used not for purposes of aggres- 
sion but solely in the interests 
of peace, and to provide for a 
closer co-ordination of the eco- 
nomic life of the countries of- 
Europe, co-operating in the 
common good, including a dem- 
ocratic Germany. 

7. During the period that the 
occupation authorities are exer- 
cising extensive economic func- 
tions in Germany, the decisions of 
the authority will necessarily be 
carried out largely by or through 
the occupation authorities. As, 
however, they relinquish their 
functions, the authority will be 
in more and more direct relation- 
ship with the German government 
in the exercise of its functions. 

8. A principal] function of the 
Ruhr authority is to make a di- 
vision of the coal, coke and steel 
from the Ruhr as between Ger- 
man consumption and export, in 
order to provide adequate access 
to supplies of these products by 
countries co-operating in the com- 
mon economic good, at the same 
time taking into account the es- 
sential needs of Germany. This 
division must, of course, be in 
conformity with existing interna- 
tional agreements.

The coal and steel 
control groups established by the 
British and American occupation 
authorities now have extensive 
powers over these industries, in- 
cluding powers over production, 
investment, development and other 
matters concerning management 
and direction. As is known, the 
French authorities have been in- 
vited to join in the work of these 
control groups. It has been agreed 
that at the appropriate time such 
of these powers relating to the 
supervision of management and 
direction as the six powers con- 
sider necessary to achieve their 
purposes with respect to the se- 
curity and well-being of Europe 
will be transferred to the Ruhr 
authority or to the Military Secur- 
ity Board or its successor or to 
some other international body. 
These would be powers of super- 
vision over production, investment 
and development and would not 
be powers of detailed control 
which would unduly interfere with 
the normal and regular responsi- 
bilities of management.

FRANKFURT, Dec. 28 (UP)— 
Six American soldiers captured by 
the Russians at gunpoint Sunday 
when they crossed into the Soviet 
zone of Germany by mistake have 
been returned unharmed, it was 
announced officially today. 

The soldiers were Members of 
the Twenty-second Constabulary 
Squardron at Hersfeld. An Army 
spokesman said a German police- 
man accompanying them also had 
been released. Two jeeps and all 
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their weapons were returned with 
the men. 

“There was a misunderstanding 
as to where the actual border 
was,” a United States officer ex- 
plained.

The President may have used 
the phrase for the first time in 
his Kansas City speech accusing 
the Soviet Union of breaking all 
the agreements it made at Pots- 
dam and Yalta.

In years past, most Americans 
regarded Russia as being to the 
east, across the Atlantic and the 
European continent.

The new “polar concept,” which 
places the Soviet Union to the 
north of this country, stresses 
that the polar ice cap is the na- 
tion’s frontier in event of another 
war.

The United States military es- 
tablishment (land, sea and air) is 
costing about $11,750,000,000 this 
fiscal year. 

It will cost in actual cash out-

The United States is spending 
about $1,200,000,000 for relief and 
some other help to the civilian 
populations in Germany, Japan 
and other Army-occupied areas 
this year. 

Next year, the cost will drop 
slightly, by about $100,000,000, as 
recovery progresses and the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion—the Marshall Plan agency— 
absorbs more of the burden.

Beyond this, the billions which 
President Truman will recommend 
to Congress are supposed not so 
much to hold a line against Com- 
munism, as to keep several stra- 
tegic positions within the non-Rus- 
sian world. 


Cold War Strategy Concept. 


One of the fundamental concepts 
of cold war strategy as devised 
by Secretary of State Marshall 
and his top advisers is this: 

There are only five areas in the 
world where the vigor and drive 
of the people coincide with the 
availability of such vital resources 
as coal and iron to create mod- 
ern power centers. 

These five areas are the United 
States, the British Isles, the Ruhr 
section of western Germany, the 
Urals-Volga region of Russia and 
the islands of Japan. 


Of these five areas, three—the 
United States, the British Isles 
and Japan—are firmly in the 
hands of the Western, non-Soviet 
peoples. The Ruhr is safely held 
at present, but the aim of much 
of Russia’s policy in Europe ap- 
parently is to shake Western con- 
trol, and win access for Russian 
power to that area. 

Presumably, the major aim of 
Russian foreign policy eventually 
is to combine the Ruhr with the 
Soviet Urals-Volga area and there- 
by confront the rest of the world 
with a possibly unbeatable com- 
bination of resources for massive 
modern war. 

The counter-alim of American 
foreign policy is to build Ger- 
many, co-operatively with Britain 
and France, into a peaceful base 
for European recovery and to build 
convalescent Europe itself into a 
great, new center of political, mil- 
itary and economic strength.

FTER a long period of dis- 
A couragement, departments 

dealing with domestic affairs 
like Labor, Interior, Agriculture 
and the Post Office are fighting 
the battle of the budget with tre- 
mendous spirit. 

Their major weapons—and they 
are powerful—are President Tru- 
man’s campaign speeches. To an 
uncommon degree, these were 
filled with specific pledges to take 
action in domestic fields where 
the Republican-conservative Dem- 
ocratic pinch has been most heav- 
ily felt the last few years. 

The home departments are now 
insisting with considerable success 
that his moral obligation to make 
good on his promises must be 
fully met by the President if his 
reputation is to continue at its 
present crest. They are heartened 
by the President’s consistently 
friendly attitude which, they say, 
goes far to counteract the con- 
servative pull of Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder and Budget Di- 
rector Webb. 

Defense Ceiling Cited. 

Their best break is the firm 
Truman ceiling on the . defense 
budget of 15 billions. 

So long as the White House 
sticks to that, the other depart- 
ments feel they have a good 
chance to catch up on those 
housekeeping expenditures which 
were for so long neglected. 

Among the cautious optimists is 
Interior, which expects now to get 
sufficient funds to protect its 
great reclamation and power in- 
vestments and make a start to- 
ward reiieving the acute power 
shortage in the Northwest. It is 
not getting all it wants, of course, 
but after its rough passage of the 
last few years, its present sailing 
seems smooth indeed. 

No budget battle is finally won 
at the White House, of course, 
until the massive tome is dis- 
patched to the Hill, where it must 
again face Congress. Other de- 
partments, therefore, will not 
really relax until State and Na- 
tional Defense, especially the 
latter, are disposed of. 

Brass Is Gagged. 

The President has gagged the 
brass and turned a particularly 
fishy eye on the Air Force, but 
the defense department has power- 
ful friends; it is popular with busi- 
ness and has, on occasion, 
shown itself capable of effective 
underground warfare.

To prevent the mistake from going any fur- 
ther, Congress should set up a regional develop- 
ment corporation for the Missouri Valley as soon 
as fair and comprehensive hearings can establish 
exactly what it should be like in its details. 

The Interior Department has paved the way 
for the Reclamation Bureau to take the fullest 
part in planning the specific nature of an MVA 
and in collaborating with it after it is set up. 

To a bureaucrat in blinders, Interior may 
seem to have done this at the cost of discredit- 
ing the work of one of its own agencies. Actu- 
ally, it would avert the much more massive dis- 
credit that Reclamation would incur if it kept 
on with the present contradictory, overlapping 
and wasteful “plan.” 

The Interior Department has never been 
happy in its marriage of convenience. As long 
as two years ago, the then Interior Secretary, 
Harold L. Ickes, wrote the Post-Dispatch that he 
favored creation of an MVA. Mr. Ickes, how- 
ever, wanted MVA to be placed under the In- 
terior Department, which would have been truly 
an anomalous arrangement. 

One of the chief merits of the regional corpo- 
ration method is that it is free from the ab- 
sentee management, the slowness, the red tape 
and the inflexibility of regular government de- 
partments. The Ickes plan would no sooner 
have struck off these encumbrances than it 
would have put them on again by tying MVA to 
the Interior Department. 

The Assistant Secretary of the Interior, C. 
Girard Davidson, made the practical proposal at 
the National Valley Authority Conference in 
Washington in July 1947. Speaking out of ex- 
perience as a former employe of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and former general counsel of 
the Bonneville Power Administration, he said: 

. The most speedy, efficient and economical 

method for carrying out both the planning and 
execution of the program is by a regional devel- 
opment agency that has ultimate authority and 
responsibility for the total job to be done.” 

We trust that the measure which Senator 
Murray of Montana and his colleagues are draft- 
ing will make it perfectly clear to everyone con- 
concerned that-as Mr. Davidson said in that 
same address: 

The establishment of a valley authority . 
does not require the replacement of the fed- 
eral agencies having special competence, 
which perform these functions in the area 
which are clearly a part of a general na- 
tional program. Butt under the unified plan- 
ning of a valley authority ... the timing 
and scope of these agencies’ respective pro- 
grams would conform to the _ valley's 
development. 

The regional corporation is required for uni- 
fied planning and unified management, but it 
should be axiomatic that it would work through 
existing agencies such as the Reclamation Bu- 
reau, the Army Engineers, the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, the Forest Service, and the like. 

With the Pick-Sloan arrangement declared in- 
ferior now by one of its participating branches 
of Government there is no excuse for further 
delay. Congress should proceed to an arrange- 
ment that will make the most of the region’s re- 
sources and of the nation’s dollars that are put 
into their development. 
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Costly Confusion 


Does it make much difference that there is a 
1000 block on West Big Bend road in Kirkwood 
and also a 1000 block on West Big Bend in Oak- 
Jjand? The Marvin Zindel family has found out 
that it does. By the time the Kirkwood fire de- 
partment could get from a vacant lot at 1031 
West Big Bend in Kirkwood to a two-story frame 
house at 1031 West Big Bend in Oakland, the 
Zindel home was damaged to an extent esti- 
mated at $12,000. The mix-up caused a loss of 
20 minutes in reaching the burning house. 

The way to prevent a loss so unnecessary as 
this is obvious. It is to do away with duplicated 
addresses, which invite this sort of confusion— 
which, indeed, make it inevitable. Before the 
war some progress was being made in reducing 
this headache. It should be attacked again on a 
city-county basis. There are too many unused 
good names, names which deserve to be remem- 
bered, to employ some riames not only twice but 
even three or four times in the St. Louis area. 
Widespread duplication is a cause of waste and 
no end of inconvenience. 


Government and. Medicine 

The Hoover commission’s complaint about 
waste and duplication in federal medical facil- 
ities almost surely will be twisted into an ar- 
gument against President Truman’s national 
health proposal. . Actually, it argues in favor of 
an all-embracing health insurance plan. 

Sight should not be lost of the fact that the 
commission's charges run almost entirely against 
the armed services and the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. It probably was inevitable that the Army 
and Navy—and the Air Force—should carry into 
this field, too, the rivalries that have made their 
co-operation anything but perfect.. That the gen- 
erals should build one hospital.and the admirals 
another one when a single institution might serve 
both branches is indicative of their recklessness 
with the taxpayers’ dollars. The same spirit has 
led them to provide medical aid on a lavish scale 
to dependents and others for whom they aré 
only remotely responsible, if at all.

Congressman Mundt of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee has a lot to answer for 
in his reckless-‘smeat of Laurence Duggan, who 
was found dead on a New York street after a fall 
from a skyseraper. Mundt rushed into print 
with an excerpt from secret testimony whose ef- 
fect was to connect Mr. Duggan with spy activ- 


‘ity. It now appears, according to Attorney Gen- 


eral Clark, that Mr. Duggan, far from being 
guilty, was given a-clean bill of health by the 
FBI and gave it “valuable leads.” 

Why did Mr. Mundt attempt to smear a dead 
man, especially when the testimomy he pub- 
lished was obviously hearsay of the flimsiest 
sort? The testimony was given by one Isaac 
Don Levine. Asked by Mr. Mundt for all the 
names he could supply concerning State Depart- 
ment leaks, Mr. Levine said: 

The six names in the State Department 
that were disclosed in the course of that 
evening in Mr. Burley’s (A. A. Berle) house 


were as follows: Laurence Duggan... . 
Later, the testimony ran: 


Mr. Mundt: Have you any information 
now, on your own, apart from what Mr. 
Chambers told you which ht shed any 
light on the activities of Mr. Duggan? 

Mr. Levine: No, I wouldn’t say so. 


Not only was Mr. Duggan innocent, but he 
was one of the most valuable and faithful of 
public servants. He stayed with the Govern- 
ment service at small pay, though he had a wife 
and four children to support. When he died, 
numerous persons came forward to defend his 
good name, including Cordell Hull and Sumner 
Welles, former Under Secretary of State and 
Mr. Duggan’s former superior. Mr. Welles, re- 
fusing to believe Mr. Duggan took his own life, 
asked New York authorities to conduct a search- 
ing investigation. Still another who defended 
Duggan is Archibald MacLeish, former Librarian 
of Congress, whose poetic tribute is reprinted 
on this page today. 

The kind of thing Congressman Mundt did is 
what brings the House Un-American Activities 
Committee into bad repute. While the New 
York Herald Tribune has leaned over backward 
to give the committee credit for some of the 
worth-while things it has done, it says of Mundt’s 
action: “At a stroke, it has undone months of 
genuine effort on the part of the Un-American 
Activities Committee to correct past excesses 
and bring its procedures within the limits of 
reason and fairness.” 

One of the committee’s own members, Con- 
gressman Hebert of Louisiana. made this com- 
ment on his fellows: “It is time that the prac- 
tice of conducting the committee’s business with 
one eye on today’s evidence and the other eye 
on tomorrow’s headlines be stopped.” Indeed, 
it is long past time. 

With the example before it of the Canadian 
Royal Commission’s well-conducted and con- 
clusive inquiry into the Canadian spy ring, 
there is no excuse for the defamation of charac- 
ter and abuse of civil rights of which the Un- 
American Activities Committee has been guilty. 
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The Ice met Rescue 


The Air Force has done it again! While the 
world watched the heroic voyage of the Saipan 
through mountainous seas, two American flyers 
skiied their transport to a stop on the Green- 
land ice cap, gathered up the 12 stranded avia- 
tors and took off. The flyers who made the 
rescue—Lt. Col. Emil G. Beaudry and Lt. Charles 
H. Blackwell—succeeded after others had failed. 
The success of the Air Force takes nothing 
from the mission of the Saipan. When the Air 
Force was up against it, she set out in a North 
Atlantic storm. She lost 14 life rafts, but made 
fast five heliocopters. The great carrier can 
turn back with the knowledge, shared by the 
Air Force, that instruments designed to deal 
out death can serve the call of mercy. 
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Cardinal Mindszenty Under Arrest 
The arrest of Cardinal Mindszenty on charges 
of “spying, treason and black market dealings” 
climaxes a long struggle in Hungary between 
the Communists and the Church of Rome—a 
struggle that has grown in intensity ever since 
the end of the war in Europe. Throughout the 
fight, Mindszenty has been in the thick of it. 

It will be remembered that Mindszenty was 
the last Cardinal-designate to arrive at the Vati- 
can for the 1946 consistories for the elevation 
of 32 Cardinals, some in such remote places 
as China, Australia and Mozambique. His de- 
parture from Budapest was held up by Com- 
munist-controlled authorities until Maj. Gen. 
William S. Key, then chief of the United States 
mission to Hungary, took the churchman \ to 
Rome in an American Army plane. 

Mindszenty the Cardinal was no more re- 
spected by the Communists than Mindszenty the 
Bishop. He, on the other hand, grew bolder in 
his opposition to the iron curtain regime. 
church schools were outlawed, he denounced the 
decree and fought its enforcement. Indeed, he 
has been so intense in his defense of his church 
that some Catholics are said to have cautioned 
him to be less forthright. The Communist Hun- 


garian leaders call the Cardinal a “reactionary.” 


Since Pope Pjus chose Mindszenty to be Hun- 
gary's Cardinal to protect the large Roman Cath- 
olic po against just such encroachments, 
there is, ofcourse, no likelihood that his status 
will bé.changed in any way by Rome. He is one 
of the Catholie Church's instruments for con- 
taining Communism. 

This ‘war on a dictatorial political power is not 
a new experience for a wearer of the Catholic 
Church’s red hat. Cardinal Mercier, one of the 
most loved men of his time, did not in the least 
part truckle to the Kaiser’s legions in Belgium 
in World War I. The tall, kindly prelate said 
that the Belgians owed neither respect nor al- 
legiance to the Germans. In sermons and pas- 
toral letters he protested arbitrary decrees of 
the German Governor-General.

Hawaii's reaction to the undetected 
flights of two big bomber planes from 
deep in the mainland to Oahu and return, 
is one of both lively and mixed feelings. 


First, the achievements of these great 
machines of the air are both spectacular 
and notable. They did not set new world’s 
record for distance, but they might have 
done so. j 


They have demonstrated anew that 
American mastery of aerial navigation is 
not static. Our designers, builders and 
fliers of planes are not content with past 
laurels. They are stepping up the per- 
formance of these twentieth century mar- 
vels at an extraordinary pace. 

The feats of the B-36 and the B-50 which 
on the night of Dec. 7-8 slipped out of the 
clouds and down over Oahu homes, hov- 
ered awhile and departed, is therefore an 
occasion for congratulation. 

The other aspect is one which calls for 
neither gratification nor complacence, The 
huge bombers were able to approach, fly 
over and depart from Oahu (Uncle Sam's 
mid-Pacific fortress) without being detect- 
ed. That is an occasion not for congratu- 
lations but for concern. 

It is not known whether the visiting 
bombers were actually recorded on the 
radar “plots” or screens. 

Col. Thomas W. Blackburn, commanding 
officer of the Eighty-first Fighter Group, 
Wheeler Field, in charge of radar plots and 
aerial defense here, explains that there is 
no guaranteed method of intercepting un- 
known aircraft such as the B-36 “in normal 
times of peace.” 


How Planes Can Approach 


In such times, commercial aircraft flying 
the Pacific routes are not required to 
carry “IFF” (“identification, friend or foe’’) 
equipment—which will indicate friendly 
planes on searching radar scopes. 

The only civil route and plane identifi- 
cation comes from the filing of flight plans 
with the Civil Aeronautics Administration. 
And this is no guarantee that an enemy 
plane cannot approach over the same 
route at the same time, for instance. For 
the reason that IFF cannot be utilized, 
in times of normal peace, on all aircraft, 
strict identification cannot be hoped for. 


It is also explained that it would take 
more than 12 fighter aircraft flying in tight 
formation, to raise a radar “blip” on the 
screen to indicate that more than one plane 
is approaching. Anything under 12 fighter 
craft would be interpreted by radar az being 
one craft. Speed could only be an indica- 
tion if the approaching plane were taveling 
very fast. So fast as to attract special 
attention. 


To sum up, the inability of the armed 
forces (air) to require commercial air car! 
riers to utilize IFF (except in times of 


emergency) makes it possible for enemy 


aircraft (singly or in small groups) to fly 
into this area without being detected. 

The above explanation is no answer. IFF 
is not foolproof—radar itself might not de- 
tect the “enemy” in time to prevent a 
single atom bomb carrying plane to pene- 
trate local defenses. But as the situation 
now stands, the protection we do have is 
inadequate. 

All of which is ample reason for concern 
in this mid-Pacific outpost. The situation 
is too reminiscent of that early morning of 
Dec. 7, 1941, to be lightly dismissed. On 
that morning our protection was, as shown 
by official investigations afterward, ex- 
tremely “thin.” 


That Wrong Assumption 


Most civilians who knew anything about 
the patrol by plane which the armed forces 
had established were under the impression 
that it was a patrol entirely circling the 
Hawaiian group. As revealed early that 
morning with tragic emphasis; as told later 
in detail, there was no such complete air 
patrol] around the islands. 

There weren't enough planes available to 
carry out such a 24-hour patrol. And, any- 
way, the “alert” that had been set up was 
not against exterior attack—it was against 
possible sabotage from within. 

Faint warnings of unknown planes in the 
air were heard early that Sunday morning. 
On the then crude apparatus of an aircraft 
warning station, a young soldier “caught” 
the approach of unidentified planes seem- 
ingly about 130 miles to the southeast. But 
his report to superior officers was not act- 
ed upon—it was assumed, by thiw inexpe- 
rienced young officer that the planes if 
any had actually been heard, were friendly. 

This and other causes for alarm were 
unheeded, And when the fury of the 
Japanese attack broke over Oahu at 7:55 
a.m., the Army and Navy posts and sta- 
tions were taken by utter surprise. 

World War II brought great improve- 
ments in defense warning systems. Radar 
was developed to a high degree of effi- 
ciency. Other scientific devices were per- 
fected. So it is with shock, dismay and 
grave concern that we of this once-bombed 
island learn that two great planes were 
able to fly from the mainland, circle Oahu, 
and return undetected. 


We realize that in the postwar period, 
our Military and naval defenses have been 
reduced to a low ebb, We know that per- 
sonnel is lacking and many bases virtually 
stripped. We are not disposed to blame 
this or that branch of the service, or this 
or that officer, for what happened on the 
night of Dec, 7-8. 

But every person in this community is 
justified in demanding that what happened 
with terrible costliness just seven years 
before the flight of those two bombers, 
be not again invited by complacence or 
apathy or sheer inattention.

In 1932 he 
was elected national commander 
of the Legion. 

Johnson has a highly successful 
law practice in Charleston, W. Va., 
New York and Washington. He 
is a director of the Consolidated 
Vultee Aircraft Corp. and presi- 
dent of the General Dyestuff Corp. 

Forrestal's defenders argue that 
he must of necessity, in his position 
as Secretary of National Defense, 
be non-political just as Secretary 
of State Marshall took no part in 
the political campaign.

163 in 1947 to 4,400,778 this year. 

Revenue to the state, at a peak 
of $30,324,075 in 1945, was $22,366,- 
569 in 1948, compared with $23,707,- 
512 in 1947. 

In addition, New York City got 
from the 5 per cent tax this year 
$12,375,316, Nassau county, $3,384,- 
873, and Saratoga county, $891,225. 
This was more than $900,000 under 
the 1947 take for the extra city 
and county tax. 

Citation’s spectacular perform- 
ance—the colt started only four 
times in New York and collected 


$246,200 for owner Warren Wright 
—overshadowed this section of the 
State Racing Commission’s annual 
report released today. 

Calumet Farm started only 34 
horses on New York tracks this 
year. Thirteen romped home the 
winner to return $390,175in purses. 

Three of the four races won 
Citation were $100,000 affairs — 
the Belmont Stakes, Jockey Club 
Gold Cup and Empire City Inter- 
national Gold Cup. The other was 
the $25,000 Sysonby Mile. 

Harry La Montagne’s Conniver, 
second highest money winner with 
$158,305, led in the Handicap divi- 
sion. Blue Peter, Joseph M. Roeb- 
ling’s hopeful and Futurity win- 
ner and a leading candidate for 
the Kentucky Derby, headed the 
two-year-olds with $148,160. 


King Ranch Takes Drop. 

Cc. V. Whitney was second lead- 
ing money-winning owner, send- 
ing out 212 starters for 44 tri- 
umphs and $339,765 in purses.

The 
five stables were the only ones 
earning more than $200,000 in New 
York last season. 

Jacobs, of Forest Hills, N. Y., 
heads the list of winning New 
York trainers for the sixth 
straight year. He has taken this 
honor in 12 of the 14 years he 
has been conditioning horses in 
the state. 

Jacobs, whose wife, Mrs. Ethel

Final Rattle Tonight 
Of Maryland Trolley 


By Carlos F. Hurd 


HEN the Maryland line’s sole trolley car 

gives its fina] rattle this evening, the junior 

branches of the Olive transportation sys- 
tem, Delmar and University, should observe a 
moment of silence. 

Maryland was the original terminus of the 
Olive line, while Delmar cars were still running 
out Washington avenue and before there was a 
University on Skinker to run a car line to or 
name it after. 

The Olive cable line, in the 1890s, ran on Olive 
street to Boyle avenue, then to Kingshighway 
over the Maryland route. Cable lines had no 
branches; the cable ran to just one place and 
back. After midnight, when business fell off, 
it didn’t pay to keep the cable running, and 
Olive became a horse car line, the car being one 
of the oldest and smallest, with straw on the 
floor in winter. The straw was supposed to 
help the passengers keep their feet warm. 
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OTHER CABLE LINES of the ’90s were Broad- 
way and Fourth street, the latter running out 
Lafayette avenue and Grand boulevard to Tower 
Grove Park. Broadway, longest of the lines, tra- 
ditionally once had zone fares, which furnished 
Paddy Brennan, North st. Louis Democratic poli- 
tician, the theme for one of his speeches in the 
1896 campaign. 

“Whin the Dimmycratic party was in power,” 
Paddy would relate, “the fare on the Broadway 
line was tin cints. and the poor workingman, 
starting out in the morning and walking to his 
little job, could save tin cents. Whin the Raypoob- 
lican party came in power, phwat did they do? 
They rayjuuced the fare on Broadway to five 
cints, and now the poor workingman, starting out 
in the morning and walking to his little job, can 
Only save a nickel:” 
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THE DAYS of the Olive cable were pre-auto- 
mobile days, and the grades west of Grand fur- 
nished a slide for bicyclists, who would coast on 
the cable slot. A good enough idea, if the tires 
were not down, or the slot a little too wide at 
some point. One or both of these conditions 
might mean a tumble over the handlebar. 

Olive west to Boyle was a business street in 
the '90s, as now, though the antique business had 
not attained its present development. Maryland 
was residential, and at Newstead avenue the 
David R. Francis residence, reached by an im- 
pressive driveway, was the showplace of the 
neighborhood That is. until one came to the 
end of the line. There, in the park-like lot front- 
ing on Lindell boulevard and extending from 
Kingshighway clear to Euclid, was the red brick 
Kauffman—later Bixby—residence, finest of St. 
Louis dwellings. Hote] Chase, Chase Apartments 
and Park Plaza Hotel now stand on the former 
Kauffman premises. A stable and carriage house, 
of castellated design, with a clock tower, stood 
on part of the present Park Plaza site. 


INSTEAD of the present imposing rear view 
of St. Louis Cathedral, the Olive cable passen- 
ger saw New Cathedral Chapel, brick church at 
Maryland and Newstead, and an adjoining pas- 
toral residence; the big lot to the south being 
then vacant as the chosen place for future build- 
ing operations. Across Lindell from the vacant 
lot was a stone church, Lindell Avenue Meth- 
odist; the same building now stands at Skinker 
and Waterman boulevards, to which it was moved 
stone by stone to become Grace Church. 

Cable cars disappeared in 1900, after settlement 
of the historic street car strike, which tied up 
the town for most of the summer. The trolley 
took over, and in the summer of 1906, by a blast- 
ing process which broke hundreds of windows, 
the cable slot was removed from Olive, Boyle 
and Maryland. 

Since busses have run on Lindell, the residents 
along Maryland have needed a transportation 
line of their own about as urgently as a domestic 
feline needs two tails. However, they have pro- 
tested bitterly against every curtailment, and no 
doubt some of them will wait patiently at down- 
town corners for the new Maryland bus, scorn- 
ing the more frequent Lindell offerings.

HE number of lame backs, 

arthritic cases, neuritis cases, 

kidney ailments, and heart dis- 
orders one sees in practice is quite 
large. Bacteria of many varieties 
lodge about the teeth, and espe- 
cially decayed, unclean teeth with 
infected gums. . 

The possibility that any of these 
diseases may either be caused or 
aggravated by infection in the 
teeth or gums, shows the impor- 
tance of maeping the teeth and 
gums as healthy as possible. When 
people don’t visit the dentist for 
long periods of time, valuable time 
is lost while disease processes con- 
tinue to spread and do harm. 
Often individuals put off seeing 
the dentist so long that when they 
do report, any preventive treat- 
ment is impossible. 

Teeth which could have been 
saved earlier are lost. Diseases 
elsewhere resulting from the in- 
fected gums and decayed teeth are 
allowed to progress. Preventive 
dentistry is too often neglected.

Dimming Lights. 

HERE are a lot of strange 

things that can happen around 

a home and among them we 
find a sudden dimming or flicker- 
~~ of the electric lights. 

ights will go dim for a second 
or two, not because the electric 
company is mad at you and has 
cut off the power, but because 
some heavy appliance such as a 
refrigerator or oil burner has 
started up and overloaded the cir- 
cuit, If the overload is too great, 
a fuse will burn out, otherwise 
the lights will just go dim for a 
second or two. But even if a fuse 
does not blow, the fact that the 
lights go dim indicates that the 
circuit is overloaded and some- 
thing should be done to correct 
this condition. You can have an 
additional circuit installed or 
maybe you can work things out 
so that the heavy appliance is

plugged into some other circuit 
which is having it easy. 

Lights usually flicker because of 
a loose connection, In most cases 
these connections will be in ex- 
tension cords, lamp sockets and 
switches rather than in the house 
wiring. A loose connection is bad 
because there may be a spark 
which might find something to 
burn—such as your house.

OW it started is a mystery, but 
H “ON-voy” for the word envoy 
has become the particular dar- 
ling of nearly all commentators 
and newscasters. Let’s try once 
more to do away with the absurd 
mispronunciation “ON-voy.” 

It must have started from the 
false idea that envoy is a French 
word, But the French noun mean- 
ing “messenger, representative,” 
is envoye, with an acute accent 
mark over the final “e.” The 
French pronunciation is: ah(n)- 
vwa-YAY, with the nasal sound in 
the first syllable. 

The word envoy has been in the 
English language for centuries, 
No dictionary or any other author- 
ity has ever even listed “ON-voy.”

The removal of dummy’s blank, 
ace put South in some danger, 
since he now could not afford to 
lead the ace and another spade. 
The enemy might win and craw 
dummy’s last spade, in which case 
South would be exposed to two 
heart losers. 

South solved this dilemma tem- 
porarily by leading the spade three 
and playing his own eight. West, 
however, won with the jack and 
shrewdly forced dummy to trump 
a ‘heart. Now South was forced 
to start the diamond suit, and 
led the king. West won and re- 
turned still another heart, which 
South had to ruff with dummy’s 
ace. 

South now entered his own hand 
with a club and laid down the 
spade queen. West won and locked 
declarer in dummy with a club. 
Now, when South tried to get out 
of dummy to draw West’s last 
trump, he could not keep West’s 
blank seven of trumps from win- 
ning a trick! The contract was- 
doomed. 

To repeat, this was a rather in- 
volved situation for South, and he 
was not greatly to be blamed for 
losing the hand. It was true that 
he could not lead out the ace and 
another trump from dummy, but 
his correct choice was not the 
three-spot, but the ten! Observe. 
how this would have “fixed West!” 
He would win with the jack and, 
as before, make dummy ruff a 
heart (with the three-spot).
